In speak- 
ing he held bis left hand elose l be- 
hind liiiii and empbaslzed bi" .speech 
by gcsliiies witli bis right baud, 
lie ~pnke uilbiiii! iiiaiiiiserlpt, bin 
oei a^iiiiially eoiisiilted small prepared 
ncilcs. His viiice was clear and 
lewinant, and be slowly enunciated 
his words and oucitsioiially turned 
about at pauses as if lo note llie ull'evl 
of bis remarks. 

The addi\»« wu very brief, and at 
precisely 1 o'clock it concluded, with 
an Invocation of tlie blessiugs of Prov- 
idence; and tnruiug to tlie chief Jus- 
tice and bon ing to him, he sulJ : "I 
am now prcpaixnl to lalio the oath 
prescribed by law.''

The Presi- 
dent-elcet stood facing ibe chief jas- 
tice, with the crowd on bis right.

In 
the legend* of ttiudlU'urent saints of 
that name ruconlcd in the .Vt-ta Sanc- 
tum, 110 trace uf the practice |H:cnliur 
to the lllh of February \t fuuinl. ll 
has been siiifgesled by Mr. Duuec, in 
his Illuslritiuns of Sliakes|iearc, that 
the custom may have desi ended to us 
from the ancient Uomaiis, who, dur- 
ing the l.ii|ierealia, l elcbralcd in (he 
month ol I'ebruarv. were wonl, 
among 1 1 ler (hiiij^s, ''to put the name 
of young women int) u l>ox, from 
which wore drawn by the men as 
chuiiee directed ;" and ilial the Chris- 
tian clergy, tlnding it diflicnlt or im- 
IHissible to extirpate this pagan jirac- 
tice, gave it ut least a religious aspect 
bv substituting the name of particu- 
lar niluta fur Ihosu of the women; 
and it Is certainly a usage more or 
less widely rxtende'd in (he Itouian 
Catholic church to select, either on 
St. Valentine's day, or some otiiei', a 
patron saliil for tlie year, who is 
liM'ined a valentine, liut it is fur 
more probable that the custom of 
chiMising valentines is a relic of that 
nalure-rellgioii which was undoubt- 
edly the primitive form of religion in 
II. w.
